down. 


An Oil lamp and a tallow candle 


were both lighted on the supper ta- 
ble and the candle set fire to her 
dfess when it swished against 
the 


flame. 
In a moment the blaze had sprung 


up around her body and she was ' a 
mass of 
flames 
Screaming 
she 


nfshed out on the porch with 
the 


flames burning her terribly. 


Mrs. Davidson, who 
had 
been 


very ill in an adjo.ning apartment 
was aroused and 
lady's assistance. 


rushed to the old 
She grabbed 
a 


piece of carpet and tried to smother 
the fl flames and screamed loudly her- 
self. 


Wesley Yegley, a young man, who 


happened to be down at 
the post 


office was attracted by the screams 
and rushed to the spot. Mrs. Straup 
and other neighbors also ran to the 
spot and the flames which had com- 
pletely enveloped Mrs. 
Holderbaum 


were finally extinguished. 


The poor old lady was burned until 


her body was Ittle less than a mass 
of blisters and she suffered terribly 


Dr. Schuraaker arrived soon after 


and did all he could to alleviate the 
pain. ''Mother" Holderbaum was ten- 
derly carried into the house where 
she was able to tell how the accident 
occurred. Soon after this she passed 
into unconsciousness 
from 
which 


she never 
awakened. 
She passed 


away Wednesday afternoon. 


"Mother" Holderbaum was on of 


the pioneers of Coshocton

and had lived at New Bedfrd ail her 
life.

Columbus, O, Feb.,9.—Flames rav- 


aged the immense wholesale establish- 
ment of the Columbus Merchandise 
company to the amount of $200,000. 
A-seven-story building, used as storage 
and stock rooms, was wrecked and 
the stock ruined by fire, smoke and 
water. 
The ongin of the blaze is 


attributed to a spark or redhot rivet 
which is believed to have fallen from 
the roof of the building, where two 
large water tanks were being installed, 
Into the inflammable goods, consisting 
of matches, uillowware and the like, 
on the se^enth floor, immediately be- 
low. 
The loss on stock is placed at 


$150,000, and $40.000 on the building, 
fully insured. 


The loss to the building and stock 


was heightened by the caving in of the 
floors by theweight of the stock above 
An hour after the fire was discovered 
a portion of the seventh floor where 
the fire was burning burst through to 
the floor below. 
Unable to bear the 


strain the sixth flooi; gave way and the 
goods went clashing through_making 
a gap in the floor 25 feet square With 
the weight of two floors crashing in 
tLe fifth floor did not bear the strain 
a moment, but with a crash gave way 
also and went tumbling to the floor be- 
neath 
Gaining in momentum, the 


hea-vy 
stock and broken

crashed through every one of the floors 
below, making a gap of the same di- 
mensions in each

Washington, Feb. 9.—Minister Daw- 


ion has cabled the state department 
from San Domingo that the new pro- 
tocol providing for the supervision of 
San Domingo finances by the United 
States has been signed. The document 
is expected here early next week, and 
will be submitted immediately to the 
senate. 


It is drawn on the lines of the orig- 


inal protocol so far as concerns the ad- 
ministratioa of the customs by officials 
desisnated by the Tinted States and 
the segregation of a portion of the cus- 
toms receipts to defray the foreign in- 
debtedness of the country. 


No date i.s set in the document for 


the beginning of this administration, 
and that will be left for the senate to 
insert. 


An important feature of the protocol 


ia the omission of the provision in the 
original memorandum of Jan. 21, guar- 
anteeing the integrity of San Domngo. 


The new document simply binds the 


United States to respect the integrity 
of Dominican territory. The Monroe 
doctrine is regarded as sufficient to 
convey the broader guarantee. 


It is also provided that the new pro- 


tocol must, before becoming effective, 
be approved not only by the United 
States senate, but by the Dominican 
congress, and this provision m»*tgs it 
Impossible to define the precise date 
upon which the agreement will begin 
to operate

HUNT FOR BODY 


PAUL JONES 


[By Telegraph to The Age.] 


Washing i uu, Feb. 9. — Ambassador 


Porter has some reason to believe that 
he has at last discovered the body 
of John Paul Jones, the American 
naval hero. Four years ago it was 
found that John Paul Joaes. who died 
in Paris, had been buried in a small 
urban cemetery, but this cemetery had 
b. en abandoned early in the last cen- 
tury and its site covered with bullet* 
ings. Not long ago Mr. Porter learned 
that the sailor's corpse was not re- 
moved when the buildings were erect- 
ed, and that it now reposes beneath 
some 
dilapidated old flat buildings" 


which stand on ground once occupied 
b' the cemetery. It will be necessary 
to rax.e from one to a dozen buildings 
to find the lead coffin.
